A fow days ago Count ‘Terauchi, the 
Governer-Genernl, isazed instructions to 
provinein] Governors with regard to the 
protection of peasant-proprictors, The in- 
structions, aceording to the Seoul Prous, 
run ag folliiwa.s— 

Td iy a great sdurce of - congratulation 
thas, thanks to the judicious directionand 
encouragement given by the local author- 
ities as woll aato the awakening of farmors 
themselves, agricultural reform in Chosen 
ig gtadually progressing, At this time, 
however, special attention is to be 
diroct\d to the protection and inercaso 
of peasant proprietors, From old times 
‘tenints and great landowners formed’ the 
majority of furmetsin Chosen, and there 
was only 0 very limited number of peasants 
owning and working theirown farms. The 
country thus Jacked the so-enlled backbone 
of social organism, and so had to contend 
with a serious impedimont to the attain- 
ment of industrial prosperity and’ social 
davelopmont.
